The Headmaster shares his first impressions of Ridley

arly in September, I spoke to the 
students in chapel on the theme of first 
k | | impressions, and I shared with them 

my thoughts from the limited perspec- 
tive of ten days of school. At the time, I was 
struck by how friendly and generally happy 
everyone was. My first two months have 
reaffirmed that observation to the point that I 
am confident this friendliness is a distinguish- 
ing characteristic of the Ridley experience. 
And that is all the more remarkable when the 
size of Ridley is taken into account. One of my 
concerns in assuming the headship of the 
school was the amount of personal care and 
support that could realistically be expected in 
a school of 600. I should have known better 
given the quality of the staff here. From all 
quarters -- kitchen, housekeeping, secretaries, 
and faculty --a sense of concern, compas- 
sion, and genuine interest in the students is 
prevalent. The result is a student body that 
quickly comes to the realization that our insis- 
tence on standards and the facing of challeng- 
es is based on our commitment to their growth 
and development. It is in such an environment 
that a student can try (and occasionally fail) 
without fear of reprisal or rebuke and grow 
in maturity and self-confidence. No wonder 
smiles outnumber frowns by a considerable 
margin. It is a side of Ridley that I was de- 
lighted to find and one which must be 
nurtured at all times. 

Another observation that I can safely make 


‘’® is that the breadth of opportunity at Ridley is 


greater than any other school I know. A walk 
past the noticeboards in School House would 
convince the most hardened cynic that the 
opportunities for athletic, extra-curriculars 
and community involvement are staggering. 

This broad base of activities is of particular 
interest to me as Iam deeply committed to the 
concept of a well-rounded education. I see as 
part of our responsibility as a school the need 
to expose our students to a wide diversity of 
out-of-class learning opportunities. I think my 
view is shared by many staff (and by many 
parents). Consequently, it is somewhat trou- 
bling that some students only regard these 
activities as infringements on their time. Some 
students eagerly devour the chance to partici- 
pate, and I applaud their attitude. Others are 
less receptive to making a commitment to 
their growth and overall education. It is an 
area where we can -- and must-- do better. 
To that end, a group of interested staff and 
students is currently reviewing our extra- 
curricular programme with a view to elevat- 
ing its importance in the minds of everyone. I 
await the results of their deliberations with 
interest. 

As the year unfolds, other words and actions 
will no doubt shape my impressions of the 
school. Suffice it to say that I am excited by the 
prospects and challenges before me and trust 
that the friendliness, commitment and oppor- 
tunities I currently see will flourish in the 
months and years ahead. 





O.S.1.S. - The New Educational e 
Programme for Grades 7 - 13 


An overview of the Ministry of Education's New Programme

Background 


In the mid 1980's, after considerable plan- 
ning, the Ministry of Education introduced a 
dramatic new programme to revamp educa- 
tion in Ontario.The name of the programme is 
O.S.1.S. (Ontario Schools Intermediate and 
Senior).One of the most important goals of 
O.S.1.S. is to improve the uniformity of educa- 
tion across the province. Since the abolition of 
departmental exams in the late 1960's, the 
standard of education was perceived to have 
dropped overall and there was considerable 
variation in courses taught in the many secon- 
dary schools of the province. 

Under O.S.LS. all curricula were rewritten 
and standardized so that each course should 
be the same whether taught in Atikokan or 
Cornwall.This was a tremendous undertaking 
and involved hundreds of teachers and Minis- 
try people from the entire province. 


The New Graduation Diploma 


Under the old system, there were two grad- 
uation diplomas available. The Grade 12 Di- 
ploma required 27 credits and was a four year 
programme designed for students who would 
enter the work force or go to community col- 


leges. Students who wished to enter universi- 
ty would complete a minimum of six grade 13 
courses in a fifth year of high school. 

In O.S.1.S. there is only one graduation 
diploma available. A student must have 30 
credits (16 of which are compulsory). If a 
student wishes to attend university, he or she 
must have at least six Ontario Academic 
Credits (OAC's) amongst the 30 credits 
obtained. While it appears at first glance that 
grade 13 has been done away with, the reality 
is that the requirement that a student have six 
OAC 's is exactly the same as the previous re- 
quirement that a student have six grade 13 
courses in order to enter university. Clearly, 
grade 13 has not really disappeared at all.

Four and Five Year Programmes 


Initially it was thought that many students, 
if not most, would graduate from high school 
in four years thus enabling Ontario to join the 
rest of North America in terms of the duration 
of secondary school education. In practice, 
however, students find it quite difficult to 
complete 30 credits (six of which must be 
OAC's) in this time frame. Only 7-10 % of 
Ontario students are graduating after four 
years. Many students who are enrolled in 
semestered high schools do graduate in four 
and one-half years, but few universities are 
equipped to offer them places in February. 

A substantial number of students continue to 
take five years to complete high school. Dur- 
ing this time they obtain extra OAC's and this 
enables them to present the best six of these 
credits when applying to university. 

Universities do not favour the four year 
track people over the five year people and in 
fact many universities realize that they may be 
getting a more well-rounded student from the 
five year track. Students in this track often 





have more time to participate in extra curricu- 
lars than those in the shortened programme. 

Students in the four year track take a 
mixture of grade 11 and 12 courses in their 
third year of high school and then proceed to 
do six OAC's ( the equivalent of grade 13) in 
their fourth year. 


Ridley's Extended Core Programme 


In addition to following the requirements of 
O.5.1S. , Ridley has extended the core pro- 
gramme into grade 11 to try to ensure that all 
students have as much breadth as possible in 
their programmes. In grade 11 it is expected 
that most students will study mathematics, 
science and a modern language in addition to 
the Ministry core programme. In grade 12 
modern history is part of the school's core. 


Overview 


Although there have been minor problems 
with O.5S.LS., it has been well received by 
most schools in the province. It has provided 
the motivation for a grass-roots revamping of 
all curricula and has had a positive effect on 
teachers and students alike.

T he Worthies of England by Thomas 
Fuller was published in England in 
1662. Of his many published works, 

this volume became his most popular. 
It is a kind of gazeteer of England in which the 
author, by means of short biographies, de- 
scribes the “very eminent folk” of each of the 
counties of England one by one. Prelates, 
statesmen, judges, notable military types, 
doctors, writers, sheriffs, and lists of the 
gentry comprise the list of notables. 

If I were asked to write a book entitled The 
Worthies of Ridley, comprising short biogra- 
phies of Ridley graduates who, over the past 
century, went on to achieve great eminence 
and stature, I would begin the volume with the 
gentleman whose profile The Tiger is honored 
to feature. Edmund Harry Botterell is quite 
simply Ridley’s most illustrious ”“O.R”. At age 
83 and enjoying life in Kingston, Ontario, his 
life is one of formidable achievement by any 
standard you care to name. 

The remainder of this verbal portait could be 
spent adumbrating the degrees, qualifications, 
awards and honors attained by Dr. Botterell 
during his long life. One needs nearly every 
letter of the alphabet to do justice to the quali- 
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fications following his name! Indeed, a writer 
from the Queen’s University Alumni Review 
of September, 1989, suggests that “the good 
doctor would need a little black bag for his 
honors alone”. The “Botterell” card in the 
Association Office at Ridley comprises not 
one card but three, double-sided, single- 
spaced cards full of entries. 

Dr. Botterell was born in Vancouver in 1906. 
He arrived at Ridley in 1917 taking his place in 
The Lower School until 1919 when he crossed 
the field to the Upper School, remaining there 
until 1923. His final Form at Ridley was “VI B” 
(now known as grade XII). In 192] he was a 
member of “III Football” but by ‘22 he had 
made “Ist” team. Courage was in the fabric of 
the boys in those days! As well, he devoted 
considerable time to both hockey and cricket 
in his last 2 years at the College. 

From Ridley he set out on a career that 
would over the next half-century make a con- 
siderable impact on the field of medicine not 
only in Canada but internationally as well. 
When you become acquainted with Dr. 
Botterell’s long list of achievements and the 
intense dedication to the highest standards in 
his field , you begin to grasp the true senti- 











ment at the heart of the Ridley motto of 
“being consumed in service”; his life personi- 
fies Terar dum Prosim. 

After World War II, Dr. Botterell joined the 
Department of Surgery at the University of 
Toronto and the Toronto General. His war- 
sparked interest in head and spinal-cord 
injuries led him to co-found Lyndhurst Lodge 
for the disabled and to found the Canadian 
Paraplegic Association. In 1974 he won inter- 
national renown for his review of research 
into paraplegia. He is also famous for pio- 
neering the use of induced hypotension and 
hypothermia (cold) in brain surgery. All of this 
came after an M.D. from Manitoba, M.S. 
Toronto, postgraduate work in Toronto, 
London(England), and Yale. He understudied 
with some of the most eminent neurophysiol- 
ogists of the time: Drs. McKenzie, Fulton, 
Gallie, Sir Frederick Banting and Britain’s 
Sir Geoffrey Jefferson. As well as receiving 
honorary doctorates from many universities, 
Dr. Botterell is an honorary Fellow of 
Edinburgh’s Royal College of Surgeons and 
the Canadian Medical Association (CMA ) 
has honored him with the prestigious Starr 
Award for his devotion to improving medical 
services in Canada. 

In 1962 he became Dean of Medicine at 
Queen’s University and it is here that his 
work attained legendary status. In 1970 he

stepped down as Dean and was elected 
president of the CMA. Meanwhile, in 1968 he 
was appointed Queen’s first Vice-Principal 
with resposibility for Health Services. When 
Queen’s marked the 125th anniversary of 
Medicine in 1979, the University’s chief health 
services building was dedicated to Harry 
Botterell for “serving his country with distinc- 
tion as a neurosurgeon, researcher, teacher, 
planner and advisor on health affairs, with a 
relentless abiding interest in his patients, his 
students and his college”. On November 18th 
of this year, Dr. Botterell will receive the John 
Orr award of Queen’s University, the award 
of the Toronto Branch of Queen’s Alumni. 

“Reputation” and “greatness” are terms 
that Ridley College has applied to her past 
history in this her Centennial Year. We have 
done so with joy and pride. But, in retrospect, 
we stand on the shoulders of giants like Dr. 
Botterell and if we have a vision of Ridley for 
the next century, it is because men like him 
have given the College its stature. To Edmund 
Harry Botterell O.R.’23 the entire Ridley Fam- 
ily sends its warmest best wishes - indeed, one 
of the “worthies”.

An overview of the Fourth Dimension Programme

hen one is asked to write an article 

about an expensive and sometimes 

poorly understood aspect of the 

Ridley life a number of dangers 
immediately become apparent. As coordinator 
of the 4th Dimension programme, a position 
for which I am paid, I do feel obligated to sup- 
port its activities and show loyalty to those 
who appointed me. Yet , I would be dishonest, 
not to say cowardly, if I did not admit that I 
find the programme riddled with inconsisten- 
cies and contradictions. My position is some- 
what delicate; the 4th Dimension programme 
is flawed and yet often serves the needs of a 
large number of students well. The purpose of 
this article is to briefly outline the history of 
4th Dimension, give the reader a glimpse of 
how it functions today and then to encourage 
alumni and parents to tell me what they think 
the programme in truth is doing and should be 
doing. 

The 4th Dimension Program began in 1976. 
The purpose was to offer students a chance to 
learn in places other than the classroom, the 
playing fields or the house. Our communal 
life, determined by the pastoral, athletic and 
academic traditions of the school, was to be 
enhanced by allowing students and teachers to 





see each other in a variety of new and per- 
haps challenging situations. Trips were rath- 
er tightly tied to course content and grade 
though this changed quickly as the pro- 
gramme matured. Three hundred and twenty 
upper School students took part in the first 
year and the success was such that 4th 
Dimension has remained an integral part of 
the Fall Term. 

This year 504 Upper School students will 
participate in 18 programmes. The offerings 
are diverse, ranging from the inexpensive 
Riding and Kandalore excursions to the very 
expensive Scuba in the Bahamas and Russia 
trip. We also offer students an opportunity to 
visit other independent schools and to take 
part in the federally sponsored Encounters 
with Canada programme. Most of the trips 
remain fairly well tied to curriculum; Boston 
and Washington for American History, Que- 
bec and Montreal to Moderns and Ottawa to 
some extent to grade 10 history. On the other 
hand several activities are open to all grades. 
Trips such as the Probing Ocean science ex- 
cursion to Huntsman Marine Center in New 
Brunswick can accomodate students from 
grade 10 to 13 as can Scuba and School Ex- 
changes. The upshot of all this is that students

are given a wide variety of choices as to focus, 
cost and time required. This tends to diffuse 
the tight grade and course orientation of the 
past and has allowed a number of activities to 
be offered today that would not have been ac- 
ceptable ten years ago. 

The grade 13 University Tours has also been 
expanded to allow some grade 12 students to 
participate. I know from conversations with a 
number of grade 12 parents that some feel 
that this option may not be productive for 
their children. Parents may feel pressured to 
allow their children to participate 
(“Everybody's going!’””) and wonder if the 
school has put them in a difficult position. We 
must also realize that the new Ontario Secon- 
dary and Intermediate School guidelines 
allow students to graduate at the end of grade 
12 (with 6 Ontario Academic Credits) and a 
grade 12 student may use the opportunity to 
visit schools as well. Again, the 4th 
Dimension programme has expanded with 
changing conditions and with that have come 
new opportunities, and new doubts. 

Last year Mr. Packard empowered a Com- 
mittee consisting of students and faculty to 
review the programme. The Committee was 
chaired by Mrs. Lewis and I was secretary. It 
was our intent to get as many opinions and 
suggestions as we could from present parents, 
students and faculty. To do this questionnaires 
were sent to parents and given to students. 
The response was moderately encouraging 
and from the deliberations of the Committee, 
based on what students, parents and faculty 
had to say, a number of recommendations 
were given to the headmaster. Briefly: the 
Committee recommended that the growing 
erosion of academic and athletic time to allow 
early leaving and late return of some trips be 
stopped; the trips should be more closely 
related to the curriculum of the school; and a 
periodic review of the programme be institut- 
ed to monitor abuses and suggest changes. A 
number of administrative changes were also 
recommended. The headmaster accepted the 


report and the recommendations in general 
and the changes were instituted. 

Since I kept the minutes and kept track of 
what was going on, I in the end, drifted into 
the position of 4th Dimension Co-ordinator. I 
must say that I did not actively seek the job but 
was interested in seeing that the changes were 
accomplished so I took it on. 

A person can learn a lot ina year! To my 
surprise I found that wishing to do and doing 
were quite different things. Ideas which had 
seemed logical and popular were accepted 
only after some bitter rear guard actions. 
Suggestions which had extensive support 
were questioned because the implementation 
of the suggestion would imperil someone's 
particular pet project. In short, the recommen- 
dations of the Committee as accepted by Mr. 
Packard were reasonably well implemented 
but not totally and certainly not in detail. I find 
this unsatisfactory. 

On the 4th and 5th of November 504 Upper 
School students and 40 faculty hit the road for 
the fourteenth 4th Dimension.The programme 
has changed considerably in the last 13 years 
and I hope will continue to do so. But in which 
direction will 4th Dimension proceed? And in 
which direction should we wish the program- 
me to proceed? 

Once the students have returned and we 
slog on towards Christmas, I must sit down 
and assess the 1989 programme. Right now I 
have several recommendations that I am con- 
sidering making to Mr. Campbell, but my 
experience over the last year has encouraged 
me to caution. It has occured to me that the 
questionnaire sent to parents last year may 
have channelled rather than opened up useful 
discussion of 4th Dimension. I am also inter- 
ested in hearing from O.R’s who have taken 
part in the programme over the years and 
have something to say. 

To that end I now solicit your letters and I 
hope that I may learn how you feel about the 
4th Dimension programme; the cost, the value 
to the students, the successes and the failures, 
and how we may improve it for students at 
Ridley College. All letters will be treated as 
confidential.

2nd Century Campaign Tops 
$14.6 Million 


The most successful capital campaign in Canadian 
Independent School history has exceeded its goal by $1 million!

Ridley College 2nd Century Campaign 

has gone over its $13.6 million target - to 

date we have received $14,624,000 in 
donations and pledges. 

All the Ridley family - alumni, faculty, 
parents, friends, and students can take great 
pride in the success of this campaign. The 
time, effort, and above all, the generosity of so 
many people, has been nothing short of 
fantastic. 

The campaign has been the recipient of three 
major donations by Ridley families whose 
names, Ashbaugh, Mandeville, and Siebens 
grace the three wings of the new 2nd Century 
Building. 

Another feature of the campaign that 

deserves special mention is the Reunion Year 
Giving Programme. This programme to date 
has raised $554,000 dollars with one reunion 
year raising over $50,000. Many of the classes 
have established bursaries, while other classes 
have undertaken property enhancing projects 
such as school signage and the laying of the 
chapel forecourt. The centennial graduation 
class gave the school $14,000 last year to 
establish their own class bursary, starting 
what we hope will be a tradition with leaving 
classes in the future. 

Recently, Norris and John Walker made a 
second gift to the campaign. Due to their

generosity, the J.R. Hamilton Chair in Science 
and Mathematics is now fully funded and an 
endowed maintenance fund has been estab- 
lished. 

Norris and John were both students at the © 
school during Dr. Hamilton's headmaster- 
ship. John, as a member of the Board of Gov- 
ernors, was the Chairman of the Property 
Committee from 1984 to 1987 and is acutely 
aware of the school's need for maintenance 
funds. 

Despite exceeding our $13.6 million target 
by $1 million, we still have two challenges to 
meet. The Professional Development Fund 
requires $181,000 to reach its $500,000 goal 
and $195,000 is needed to furnish and equip 
the 2nd Century Building so that it can be fully 
utilized by the school. 

If we can meet these sub-targets, the cam- 
paign will have raised $15 million making it 
the most successful capital campaign in 
Canadian Independent School history. 

Some of the money will come from the 
Ridley Victorian Christmas Auction, held on 
November 29, 1989, at the Sheraton Centre 
in Toronto. We are also counting on those 
members of the Ridley family, who have not 
yet made a gift, to join the 2,565 donors who 
have and help us to put this campaign over- | 
the-top in all categories. ¢ 





@ U.S. Fund Inc. Leads The Way 


American alumni, parents and friends once again display 
their generosity and loyalty.

obert J.A. Irwin '46, president of the 
R U.S. Scholarship Fund Inc., 

announced at the Annual Meeting 

of the Board of Governors, a spe- 
cial grant to the school in the amount of 
$100,000 U.S. The previous evening,the Trus- 
tees of the U.S. Scholarship Fund Inc. met to 
consider a grant request from the school 
which would provide 'seed' money for the 
renovation of student rooms in Merritt 
House. By granting the school an additional 
$100,000 U.S. for scholarships, the U.S. Fund 
Inc. Trustees have freed up $120,000 in Cana- 
dian bursary endowment income which can be 
employed in the Merritt House renovations. 
Mr. Campbell hopes to convince the Develop- 
ment Committee to make the completion of 
this project a target for the 1990/91 Ridley 
Fund Campaign. 

Our new headmaster has made us aware 
that the condition of our dormitories leaves 
much to be desired, particularly, when 
compared to other boarding schools in 
Canada. Mr. Campbell categorizes our 
academic facilities as being in the top 10% of 
Canadian schools and some of our dormitory 
facilities as being in the bottom 10%. Certain- 
ly, this is not a situation of which we can be 
proud. Mr. Campbell's initiatives culminated 
in a presentation made by school administra- 
tion to Mr. Irwin as well as treasurer, 
Frederick N.C. Jerauld III '53, and secretary, 
Stig-Ove A.K. Hansen '59. Fortunately for the 
school, the presentation received favourable 
consideration, and the renovations to Merritt 


House student rooms will begin immediately 
after Prize Day 1990. 

In recent years, both Leonard House and 
Mandeville House have been thoroughly 
renovated and refurbished, and these houses 
are now the standard to which other dormito- 
ries are compared. Arthur Bishop House was 
renovated just prior to Leonard and Mande- 
ville and was 'spruced up’ a bit last June. 
While Gooderham House and School House 
require attention in the near future, it was 
agreed that the rooms contained in the central 
core of Merritt House are in the greatest need 
of attention. The former dormitory wings at 
each end of Merritt House were 
converted to single rooms in the mid-80's and 
remain in reasonably good condition. 

Mr. Les Andrew, property manager of the 
school, has prepared plans for a systematic 
refurbishment beginning with the student 
rooms themselves, progressing on to common 
areas, and finishing up with a complete 
retrofit of plumbing andwashroom areas. The 
Merritt House faculty duplex and the dean of 
students residence attached to Merritt House 
have received updating treatment in the late 
80's. 

In the future, the headmaster hopes to 
extend these projects through Gooderham 
House, School House, and Dean's House. On 
behalf of the school, we thank the U.S. Fund 
Inc. and the U.S. alumni, current and past 
parent contributors for providing these much 
needed funds.

Ridley's Sixth Headmaster bids farewell at the 
Centennial Association Weekend

une 1989 was the best of times and the 
worst of times for Ridley College. The 
school celebrated the graduation of its 
100th class, and said farewell to Jere 
Packard, its sixth headmaster, and his family. 

The Packards arrived at Ridley in the sum- 
mer of 1981 from Choate Rosemary Hall 
where they both had been staff members. 
They were accompanied by Eliza and Seth, 
Jere's children from a former marriage, and 
their first offspring, Michael. During their 8 
years at Ridley they had two more boys, Den- 
nis and Matthew, the first children ever born 
in the present headmaster's house. 

Prior to his appointment as headmaster of 
Ridley College, Jere Packard had been a prin- 
cipal, a scholar, an author and _ historian; but, 
first and foremost he had been a teacher who 
had taught at some of the most prestigious 
independent shcools in the English speaking 
world: Eton, Hotchkiss, Choate, and St. 
Paul's. While at Ridley, despite his hectic 
schedule as headmaster, Jere never missed his 
popular American history class unless he was 
away from the school. His students were also 
the beneficiary of his interest in etymology, as 
we all were, from time to time. 

Beyond his teaching at Ridley, Jere Packard 
the headmaster, left his mark on many and 
varied areas of Ridley's life. 

Over the last two decades, Ridley's enroll- 
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ment has increased from just over 400 stu- 
dents to approximately 600 students this year. 
Eleven girls entered the school in 1973 , allin 
grades 12 and 13. Today, we have 248 girls 
from grades 5 to 13. These demographic 
changes have required considerable adminis- 
trative reorganization at Ridley College. 
During his tenure of office, Jere Packard 
created an infra-structure to relieve the head- 
master of his traditional direct responsibility 
for all spheres of school life. He greatly en- 
larged the powers of the Dean of Students, 
appointed a Dean of Faculty, as well as di- 
rectors of Admissions, Development, and 
Middle School. This devolution of power, al- 
though the headmaster retains the ultimate 
authority, has allowed Ridley to cope with its 
larger student body and changing enrollment 
patterns, as well as bringing greater efficien- 
cy to the administration of the school. 
Philosophically, Jere Packard believes that if 
schools like Ridley are going to survive and 
not become institutions for the wealthy only, 
a Ridley education must be made available to 
a broader spectrum of the population. Under 
his leadership and encouragement, financial 
aid for students at Ridley has tripled from 
$250,000 in 1981 to over $750,000 this year, 
and a student loan fund has been established. 
No other Canadian Independent School 
offers such an extensive programme of finan-

cial assistance. Today, 18 percent of Ridley 
students receive some form of financial help. 

During the last eight years under the Pack- 
ard regime, Ridley has seen the most signifi- 
cant changes in curriculum since the abolition 
of external senior matriculation exams two 
decades ago. Many new courses in the arts 
and social sciences have been added to meet 
the needs of girls and the less scientific/math 
orientated student. In the last four years, the 
new Ontario Academic Credit System has 
demanded extensive changes in curriculum to 
facilitate the "fast tracker" or the four-year 
high school graduate. This latter change 
necessitated the abolition of the Lower 
School, as Ridleians had known it, the incor- 
poration of grade 9 into the Upper School, 
and the emergence of the concept of Middle 
School, grades 5 to 8 inclusive. Ridley 
students have been well served by these cur- 
ricular and structural changes as they provide 
a broader choice of subjects with content 
better tailored to their needs. 

Shortly after Jere 's arrival at Ridley 
College, the Board of Governors decided to 
embark upon the 2nd Century Campaign to 
commemorate the centennial of the school. 
The recently appointed headmaster was the 
right man for the job. During the last few 
years, Jere has travelled on behalf of the 
school more than any other headmaster in 
our history, attending approximately forty 
2nd Century Kickoff receptions as well as 
making annual visits to between 10 to 15 
branches each year. Much of the success of 
this campaign has been due to Jere Packard's 
skills as a fundraiser and his perseverance, 
the latter of which is evident in the fact that 
he is still actively pursuing one reluctant 
alumnus in the United States. 

Our sixth headmaster's contribution to 
Canadian Independent School education 
goes beyond Ridley College. He was the 
prime mover in the creation of the Canadian 
Educational Standards Institute. This organ-

ization, which now has a full-time director, 
sends out to schools teams of evaluators who 
write reports on all aspects of their operation. 
Jere Packard not only gave leadership to this 
experiment, but he also offered Ridley as the 
first school to host an evaluation team. 
Although this institute is in its infancy, it is 
hoped that it will gain wider and wider 
acceptance among educators in Canada and 
help to upgrade independent schools across 
the nation. 

The Ridley family is sorry to say farewell to 
the Packards, but we consider ourselves 
fortunate to have had their leadership and 
friendship during a period of great challenge 
in the history of Ridley College. We wish them 
every success and much happiness in their 
future lives.

Fourth Headmaster of Ridley College

.V.B. (Ted) Pilgrim was appointed 

headmaster of Ridley in the spring of 

1962. He and his wife, Gerry (Geral- 

dine Melton), along with their two 
sons Tim and Peter moved from Bishop's Col- 
lege in August, and he officially took up his re- 
sponsibilities in September. He had been born 
in Niagara Falls, Ontario, in 1926, obtained 
his primary education in Port Arthur, and then 
attended Ashbury College. In 1948, he gradu- 
ated from Bishops University, where he had 
twice been elected president of his year, was a 
member of the university debating team as 
well as the football, hockey, badminton and 
track teams, set a record for the university's 
cross-country race, and had worn Bishop's 
colours when he competed in the Boston Mar- 
athon. He joined the staff of Bishop's College 
School, where, after thirteen years of school- 
mastering, he was filling the role of house- 
master. 

Those who were at Ridley during his tenure 
as headmaster remember the warmth of the 
welcome they received at his home. He al- 
ways considered himself a sort of great-uncle 
to the children of the staff, all of whom were 
entertained at the annual Christmas party 
when Santa (Pilgrim) arrived, read "A Visit 
from Saint Nick" and revelled in the giving of 
presents, and, if Easter should occur in term- 
time, the same thing would happen with Mr. 
and Mrs. Headmaster dressed as Easter Bun- 
nies and directing hunts for chocolate eggs. It 
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was during his headmastership that the 
"new" aisle was added to the Memorial 
Chapel, the "Headmasters' Window" was G 





completed, and Arthur Bishop House was 
built.

Then, as now, the position demanded that 
the headmaster often be away from the 
school, but it was a time when a firm and con- 
sistent presence needed to be maintained on 
the campus more than normally, for the six- 
ties were trying times to those who were at- 
tempting to maintain traditions and pass on 
the best of what had gone before. It was a 
time of unrest, if not rebellion, among the 
youth of North America, and a time of chang- 
ing standards and attitudes - a time when au- 
thority was newly suspect and long hair was 
in fashion. The success of Ted Pilgrim's lead- 
ership is observable in the fact that the school 
not only survived with most of its traditions 
intact, a good academic reputation and a 
strong faculty, but also established a new 
house, and expanded its athletic programme 
to include rowing. 

It was a time that required of a headmaster: 
firmness, humour, patience in immense quan- 
tities, vision, and what the Bible calls "stead- 
fastness" but which may be best translated as 
the ability to "hang in there." These qualities 
Ted Pilgrim displayed in great measure but 
not without cost to himself and his family. 
Mrs. Pilgrim became quite ill, and was less 
and less active in the school. She never really 
recovered and died in 1973. Ted Pilgrim's 
later years at Ridley were not easy ones. The 
stress of his work, along with concern for his 
wife ate into his well-being, and, eventually, 
he retired as headmaster in 1971. He contin- 
ued working for the school for a year as the 
head of a major financial campaign and then 
retired completely from the Ridley scene. 

In recent years, Ted had been living with his 
wife, Marja, in Prince Edward County, and 
his friends had every hope that the happiness 
and contentment which they so obviously 
shared would continue for many years, but it 
was not to be. When he appeared to be recov- 
ering from surgery, Ted Pilgrim died suddenly 
in Toronto on the night of November 16, 1989. 
He was a faithful and loyal and dedicated 
servant of Ridley College and will be remem- 
bered as such. 





In Memoriam 


George Dudley Enos, Jr. 
1922-1989 


It is with sorrow that we report the death of 
George Dudley Enos, Jr., O.R. '41 on 14 
October 1989 in Buffalo, NY. 

Since his graduation from Ridley, "Torchy", 
as he was known to his friends, led an active 
and full life. He served in the U.S. Marine 
Corp. in World War II and returned to a suc- 
cessful business career in Buffalo after college. 
A loving husband and father, he also found 
time to write poetry and had several publica- 
tions to his credit. 

Despite his active business and family life, 
Torchy worked tirelessly on behalf of Ridley. 
In 1952, he was the founder of the Western 
New York branch of the Ridley College Asso- 
ciation. From 1968 to 1978, he served as a 
member of the Board of Governors. Torchy 
was one of the founders of the Ridley College 
Scholarship Fund Inc., and he assumed the 
presidency of this fund in 1970 when its ad- 
ministration was moved from New York City 
to Buffalo. During his term of office which 
ended in 1986, his dedication and energy were 
instrumental in the tenfold increase of the 
Fund's assets. As a result, countless young 
people have benefited, and will continue to 
benefit, from a Ridley education. 

In recognition of these important contribu- 
tions to Ridley, a fund has been created to be 
known as the George D. Enos, Jr. Memorial 
Fund, which will receive contributions in his 
memory.
